1, I saw/ at lunch on 17 September 1951, primarily

This 
information related to the trial of six QKSTAIR agents who had 
fallen into the hands of the Bulgarian State Security, 


2, There was some general discussion of Albanian Committee 
politics with’ "primarily at his request and in order to 

familiarize ImT'with ttiB problems involved, I mentioned that 
there had come to ny attention the fact that^^ ^had ex- 

pressed his indignation concerning what he refarded as a^reach 
of faith on OTir part, in connection with maintenance of proper 
liaison with the British VALUABLE Staff. Js tated that he 

thought JH|had cooled down and SlKat the wiole matter
